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Mute Swan Talks 


The Hamptons Swans Will Proudly & Willingly Return to Belgium

ast week, I drove down to Town Pond in East 


Hampton to visit the beautiful white swans 


that swim around there. A law was passed in 
New York State last year that will make the 
swans illegal in this state. All of them are to 
be killed. This will be done a little at a time. 
By 2025, there will be no more mute swans in 
the State of New York. Hunters will get them. I 
parked my car by the side of the pond. There 
were four swans paddling around. Then one 
of them came toward me and—this is hard to 
believe—began to talk. 

“Psssst,” he said. “Hey you.” 

“Youre talking!” 

“We can’t remain mute any longer,” he said. 

“So you know?” 

“We've heard of the plan.” 

“Tm really sorry,” I said. “A lot of us fought 
against the new law. The DEC says you are an 
invasive species, brought here from Belgium 
in the 1890s to paddle around the ponds of 
rich men’s estates for their viewing pleasure. 


But you drive off indigenous birds and small 
animals. You take over.” 

“I wouldn’t call it that.” 

“We called our state legislators. We wanted 
you left alone. They wrote up a bill that would 
have modified the new law and allowed you 
to stay. But Governor Cuomo just vetoed it. | 
feel bad.” 

“I’m speaking for the others.” 

“What do you have to say?” 

“I want to say it was never our intention to 
come here. In Belgium, our ancestors were 
rounded up and taken to America against their 
will. We were a happy group in Belgium. The 
weather was milder, the summers longer, the 
people friendlier. Here, everybody’s rush-rush, 
the people doing something. We will be happy 
to go back to Belgium.” 

“What are you talking about? You are not 
being returned to Belgium.” 

“Antwerp is my ancestral homeland. My 
family remains there. We now have a branch in 
Brussels, and in Bruges. We get postcards. Wish 
you were here.

of the tulip festival or the Ghent University 
Botanical Gardens on the front. We'll be 
happy to go back. And you shouldn't feel so bad 
about it.” 

“You're not listening to what I said.” 

“Look. We were brought here illegally. We 
have no papers. That was not our fault. We 
don’t want to be where we are not wanted. But 
we are in some kind of limbo. I’m told they want 
to build a wall.” 

“There is no wall.” 

“No wall is necessary. We'll go peacefully. 
We'll need a little time to pack our bags. 
We'll go.” 

“Who told you that you were going 
to Belgium?” 

“A man from the DEC was here. Two men. 
They were talking. We heard what they said. We 
are a proud people. We will go, our heads held 
high, tail feathers wiggling, our webbed feet 
marching us along.” 

“To where?” 


“To the ships. At the docks in Brooklyn, . 


where we get on the ships going to Belgium.” 

I just didn’t have the heart to tell him the 
true plan. 

“So you came down here to say goodbye I 
guess,” he said, “and I salute you. Yes, I am 
talking to you. We salute you. We all salute 
you.” He pointed with one of his wings to the 
others. “Vaya con dios, as we say in Belgium.” 

This is just so sad. The plan is not to take 
anybody back to their homeland. The plan is, 
slowly but surely, to hunt them down and kill 
them off. Take away their eggs. Throw blankets 


over the heads of some of the swans—we’re not 
all evil—and take them by truck to New Jersey 
or Connecticut and let them decide what to do. 
As for the others, if we can’t catch them, we 
call in the hunters to give the coup de grace, so 
to speak, a snootfull of buckshot until they die. 

The swan began singing. He has a deep 
baritone. Who knew? 

“We shall overcome,” he sang. “We shall 
overcome some day. Deep in my heart, I do 
believe, we will overcome, one day.” 

He sat down. And with that, another 
mute swan, this one a bit bigger, came out 
of the pond. His beady yellow eyes locked 
with mine. He waddled forward toward 
me, hissing. 

The other swan got up. 

“Junior,” he said, “get back, I’m handling this.” 

But Junior didn’t stop. He came right at me 
and | ran for my car, hopping in and slamming 
the door just before Junior got to me. Junior 
began beating my car door with his wings. 
He pecked at the driver’s door. Then he was 
pecking at my tires rat-a-tat-tat. 

“Junior, that’s quite enough.” 

I drove off, slowly at first so to be sure I was 
not running over Junior. Then | picked up speed 
and headed down Main Street and away, up 
North Main, past the windmill and under the 
railroad overpass to Three Mile Harbor Road. 
I looked in my rearview mirror. | had escaped. 
Junior was nowhere in sight. 

There was an announcer speaking on 
the radio. 

“The Village of Manlius in upstate New York 


asked the DEC for a swan exception waiver for 
the beloved swan couple Manny and Faye in 
the Village Pond the other day, and it had been 
approved,” he said. 

The DEC plan originally would have resulted 
in Manny and Faye getting hit with two shots 
of a hunter’s gun, but now the DEC will allow 
Manny and Faye to continue to live in the 
Village Pond, and, if they have cygnets, the 
cygnets can live there too, until March 2016. 
The public can watch them paddling around 
as swans do, the mother swan at the front, the 
cygnets in a cute little row and the daddy swan 
bringing up the rear until then. After March, 
the exception expires, but because they had an 
exemption, they will not be shot, they will be. 
spared, and the mom and dad and cygnets are 
will all be rounded up in a gunny sack, put in 
cages and taken to Pennsylvania for a further 
public viewing for awhile, and then flown off to 
London, England. 

“The swans displace native wildlife species, 
degrade water quality, threaten aviation and 
destroy submerged aquatic vegetation,” the 
announcer was saying. 

Maybe | could get an exception for 
the East Hampton swan that talked to me. 
That’s pretty special; a mute swan talkin 
like that. : 

I remember the last thing he said as I was 
driving off, not to me, but to Junior who was 
still strutting around on the edge of the pond. 

“Can’t we all get along?” is what he said. 

This whole thing is so sad. I wish that 
something could be done. @& 
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It’s a snowy winter on the East End. 
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A Bird’s-Eye View of Life on Three Mile Harbor Over the Years

he picture you see above was taken from 

my living room on February 8. It is looking 
southwest out through the sliders and across 
our deck to where the sun sets over Three Mile 
Harbor every afternoon. The Hamptons offers 
great views over water everywhere. This is one 
of them. And this year is the 40th anniversary I 
have enjoyed this particular view. 

Forty years ago, for reasons | still do not 
understand, I went through a divorce. | had 
never expected it, and I didn’t want it. Our two 
children were five and three at the time. 

Having thus failed at marriage, | became 
depressed and found solace in watching 
sunrises and sunsets out here. The sun rises 
“ over the sea and it sets over the bays and 
harbors. I'd enjoy this activity walking along the 
beaches or, on bad weather days, sitting in my 
car. It was something grand and important that 
could be counted upon. 

It was at this time, moving out of the family 
home, that I came upon this house on Three 
Mile Harbor Road where I could enjoy a sunset 
almost every night. It was for sale, and | bought 
it from a man named Richard Levin for $41,000. 


I remember the first day I saw this house. 
There were tenants living in it, and out by the 
garage there was a boy of about 10 playing 
basketball where a hoop was set up on the front 
of the garage. It was just at sunset. 

I didn’t know quite what to say to him. 

“Are there sometimes really great sunsets?” 
I asked. 

He bounced the ball. “We have our red ball 
days,” he replied. 

I made my home office a table in the center 
of the living room facing directly out toward 
the sunset. This “office,” 17 feet above sea 
level, was my cockpit, my power position in the 
house. It has remained so to this day. My kids 
are grown and gone and it’s an empty nest now. 
Nevertheless, I still love it. 

In the early days of my tenure here, serious 
fishermen kept their boats in the slips in front 
of my house. The harbor was home to clammers 
and lobstermen, to commercial fishermen and 
sport fishermen. In the summertime, the men 
would go out in their boats. In the afternoon 
they’d return, their bags filled with fish. At 
this part of Three Mile Harbor, most of my 
neighbors were Bonackers, men and women 
who had been living in East Hampton since 


colonial times and who earned their living from 
the sea. 

I thought, being amongst them, I ought to 
have a small boat in one of the slips, just to 
putter around the harbor. | called the town to 
rent a slip. There was a three-year waiting list. 
] put my name on it. I couldn’t believe I'd have 
to wait three years, but there it was. Then I 
saw there were rowboats with little outboard 
engines on the back, sitting just off a beach that 
separated these slips with those of Gardiner’s 
Marina next door. 

Making inquiries, | learned these boats were 
Bonacker boats for clamming. They paid no 
fee. They just parked their boats there. 
So I bought a clammer boat and parked it 
there. I didn’t clam. I used it to take the kids 
up the harbor to one of the three waterfront 
restaurants near the inlet. The sun 
would lower, I’d start up my 2.5 hp engine, 
and off we’d go in the clammer boat on 
this long, adventurous journey at 3 miles 
an hour, to dinner. We’d motor’ back 
through the sunset. It was a wonderful, 
beautiful time. 

After the three years were up, | called the 
town and asked if | could (Cont'd on next page) 
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rent a slip. They rented for.$400 a summer. 
“Don’t see your name on the list,” 
clerk said.

I got angry. I yelled. I had a receipt somewhere. 

“Okay, okay,” the clerk said. “You’re next.” 

The rowboat with the outboard looked very 
tiny in the slip the following year. So I got a 
bigger boat and then a still bigger boat. You 


always get a bigger boat. It’s true. I went from 


the rowboat to a speedboat with a steering 
wheel to a bigger, faster speedboat you could 
use to tow a water skier, to a used cabin 
cruiser with twin bunks in the bow, shag rugs 
throughout and a dynamite stereo system on 
which to play John Denver 8-tracks. 

One of my sons, when he was 16, took the 
cabin cruiser out for a short spin with my 
approval and wound up spending the night 
sleeping in it at Groton, Connecticut. I was not 
happy he did that. 

Another time, having a picnic lunch onboard 
with my new wife while anchored in the harbor 
halfway to the inlet, a sudden squall hit, creating 
violent seas, sideways rain and_ blackout 
conditions. We were now dragging anchor, 
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heading for who-knows-where and taking in 
the sea over the railings. I radioed for help, 
and 10 minutes later a Bonacker with a much 
larger ship came through the storm to lash the 
two ships together and head for shore, where 
rows and rows of cars were parked with their | 
bright beam headlights on to guide our rescuer 
through the dark rainstorm home. I have never 
forgotten this. 


The rowboat with the outboard 
looked tiny in the slip the follow- 
ing year. So | got a bigger boat. You 
always get a bigger boat. It’s true. 


Once, in spite of what the laws said, 
a seaplane landed in the harbor as we 
motored up for dinner and roared by, 
nearly running my little family down. There 
were times in the summer when athletic 
folks would swim the two_- miles 
across the harbor and back early in the morning 
to start their day. Several years, red tide closed 
the inlet to clamming. Twice in 40 years, during 
storms, the banks of the harbor overflowed 
onto the lawn in front of our house. The last 
time was during Sandy. There was one winter 
the harbor froze and people went ice skating 
on it. 

One peaceful summer day, sitting out on 
the deck, I watched as an enormous 150-foot 
yacht with a new red Fiat on_ its 
roof come poking down our little inlet, 
come to a stop, and then begin to go backwards, 
creeping along to finally get itself back out the 
way it had come in. 

We've watched schools of fish jumping 
out of the water, seabirds diving for them, 
white swans gracefully paddling along and 
huge turkeys taking off from the shore to 
flap with great effort high enough to cross 
the harbor. 

When the kids were small, I bought a 
ship-to-shore radio and put it in our living 
room to listen to the emergency channel. 
I called the Coast Guard to report a 
sailboat stuck on a bar inside the inlet. 
One Sunday, when the marinas were 
not pumping gas, | hauled a can of it from 
my garage to a slip to give a sailor some. 
For two summers, _ holding’ drinks, 
friends and | would fire a_ salute 
cannon from our deck as the sun went 
down. I installed a_ flagpole on _ the 
front lawn and lowered the flag to half-mast 
when others did. 

Today, a lot has changed. Many Bonacker 
families, offered millions for their little homes, 
have moved away, their homes now occupied 
by the extended families of Hispanic immigrants 
who are largely not seafarers. The docks are not » 
as busy. Many boats just sit there all summer. 

Their rich owners drive their guests down 
Three Mile Harbor Road in their BMWs, slow 
down, point, and then say “That’s my boat. 
Let’s eat.” And drive off. 

Oh, I should mention taxes. My first year here, 
the property taxes were $540. Last year they 
were $11,000. 

And we’re setting up for another stunning red 
ball sunset tonight. @&

Feldman Brings

he Jam Session at Bay Burger has become a 

mainstay on the East End music scene since its 
inception in 2011. It’s a casual, easy night of music 
where world-class musicians play beside up and 
coming locals. And from the joy on their faces and 
the ease in their melodies, audiences are reminded 
why it’s called “playing.” These men and women are 
having a good time. 

Claes Brondal, who co-founded the Jam Session, 
always wanted it to be a night of improvisation, 
open for the community to grow and experiment. But 
after many years of perfecting the Jam, he decided it 
needed something fresh. That’s why he created the 
guest musician series, where he brings in a different 
musician every week to inspire the house band and 
bring in something different for the loyal crowd of 
listeners. This week, saxophonist Oscar Feldman will 
bring his Latin jazz prowess to the mic, undoubtedly 
inspiring the hips to swing. 

Feldman, who has more than 50 albums to his 
credit and has recorded with some of the great jazz 
legends, grew up in Cordoba, Argentina. Raised on 
music, he started playing saxophone at 15. By 19, 
he moved to Buenos Aires, where his career really 
took off. 

“Buenos Aires was where all the musicians | 
admired lived,” Feldman says. “There weren’t so 
many sax players at the time, so I got a lot of gigs. 
I was playing with some of the best musicians in 
Argentina, and entered into the big world of music.”

He says it was important to learn 
how to play with great musicians, 
and also how to play with not so 
great musicians. He spent his years 
practicing, performing and getting 
paid for music, which really gave him 
the confidence that he could live this 
life. In 1992, he got a scholarship to 
study at the Berklee College of Music, 
where he learned about the history 
and theory of jazz. 

“Until then I wasn’t composing,” 
he says. “I was an interpreter and 
performer. At Berklee, I started 
to compose and play in big bands. 
These were experiences | didn’t have 
in Argentina.” Oscar Feldman 

When he finished at Berklee, New York 
was Calling to him loud and clear. 

“New York is the capital of the jazz world,” he 
says. “It’s where all these different musicians from 
different communities converge.” 

He found the Latin jazz scene, as well, to be alive 
and kicking. 

“There’s an epicenter here,” he says. “I strongly 
believe that this city is where the créme de la créme 
lives, and the communities are big and numerous. 
You can get inspired by the environment.” 

This, he says, is key to creating jazz. You have to 
soak in your environment, to feel it, to respond to it. 

“What we are doing is environmental music,” he 
says. “Jazz has a very alive quality, and we need to 


get the energy and inspiration just by 
being in the environment. To be ina 
place where people breathe jazz— 
that’s the key to becoming a better 
musician.” Feldman has traveled all 
over the world, and he’s amazed by 
the way jazz musicians connect no 
matter where they’re from or where 
they are. 
“Jazz has a miracle in it,” he says. 
< ‘It’s one of the only styles where 
S you can be in China, and go to a jazz 
; splace, and you meet the other guys 
© and call a song and start playing. 
= That’ s magical. And that’s what’s 
. happened in Sag Harbor.” 
Feldman has played at the Bay 
Burger Jam Session before, and he’s 
enjoyed the spontaneity. He believes that, for both 
musicians and audience, it’s about being exposed to 
the unknown. It’s about not knowing what’s coming 
next, and the essential quality is that the music 
is live. It's happening now, and it’s an exchange 
between the musicians and the audience. 
“We are creating this circle of love,” he says, 
“where musicians are not only playing together, but 
in front of the audience. The audience can feel the 
energy, and they give us that love.”

Hampton Coffee

here are many reasons to indulge in a daily cup 
or two of coffee, that deliciously caffeinated 
beverage that begins its modest life as the seed 
of berries from the Coffea plant—likely in South 
America, Africa or Asia—and makes its way from 
birth to harvest to roastery to your morning routine. 

On the rural North Fork of Long Island, those 
reasons are heightened. 

Perhaps you need a pick-me-up prior to hitting the 
shops in Riverhead; you actually left early enough to 
make the Cross Sound Ferry and have time to enjoy 
the drive; or you’ve spent the day lounging at the 
wineries and need some extra motivation to stay 
awake that evening. 

Whatever the prior impetus, there’s now a new 
one: Local coffee has come to Aquebogue. 

Hampton Coffee Company, which offers locally 
roasted cups of joe, has expanded beyond its South 
Fork roots. Established by husband and wife team 
Jason and Theresa Belkin in Water Mill in 1994, 
Hampton Coffee has since opened locations in 
Southampton and Westhampton Beach. Each brings 
a unique experience. 

The new North Fork establishment is conveniently 
located right on Route 25, less than a half mile east 

f “that big intersection” with Cross River Drive, 
the one South Forkers will turn left on to get their 
fix of the necessities Riverhead offers. A quick pit 
stop at Hampton Coffee will provide all the fuel you 
need for leisurely jaunts east to the wineries; or

slightly more hectic drives west to run errands. 

The Aquebogue location keeps with the theme 
of the others: All once serviced cars. Southampton 
was formerly a Mini dealership; the Water Mill café 
was a garage and gas station in the ’40s; and the 
Westhampton Beach location was once a gas station. 

The bones of the Aquebogue garage are still there, 
and Hampton Coffee has renovated and resorted 
the space, using such eco-friendly methods as LED 
lighting, Energy Star equipment, permeable parking 
lot material and single-stream recycling of its waste. 
Like the Water Mill location, the establishment has 
two large doors that have been refurbished and 
now allow for ample sunlight to enter. In the warmer 
months, the doors can be opened to let in a breeze. 

Hung photographs showcase how the place once 
functioned. Visitors can clearly see what the space 
was, and what it has become. The wall between the 
old garage and the office area has been knocked 
down, creating a light, airy and open ambiance— 
exactly what a coffee shop should be. Hampton 
Coffee is inviting and cozy, making good use of all 
available space. Tables line one wall, and bar stools 
dominate other eating—and sipping—areas. Once 
spring arrives, dining will also be available on the 
outdoor patio and at picnic tables out back.

Don’t Sign Out of Possession Title Affidavits

hen your neighbor lists their house for sale, 

proceed with caution and see an attorney 
immediately if you are presented with an out 
of possession title affidavit or a boundary line 
agreement. This affidavit or agreement is a writing 
wherein you,.as a neighbor, swears, under the 
penalties of perjury, that you do not assert an 
ownership claim to real estate which has been used 
by you as if it were your own. Meaning, part of the 
property owned by your neighbor in their deed, such 
as a driveway, fence, shrubs, bulkheading, wood 
chopping area, boat storage, or the like, may have 
been used by you for a period of time sufficient to 
transfer the ownership to you through legal concepts 
called either adverse possession or a prescriptive 
easement. However, the new purchaser wants 
this affidavit or agreement so you disclaim your 
ownership rights. The property at issue generally 
concerns some area at or around the boundary line 
between your property and that of your neighbor. 
Commonly, neighbors that need such an affidavit 
didn’t have their properties’ demarcated by surveys, 
stakes and monuments and as a result, the neighbors 
just used the property as they saw fit during their 
existence in harmony as neighbors. Everyone got 
along until one of the neighbors decided to sell their 
house and now the purchaser wants ownership over 
the entirety of what she is buying, except for the 
problem that you are still using some of her future 
property as if it is your own. 


So, what happens? A well-intentioned real 
estate agent is typically sent to get the 
affidavit or agreement signed. The agent is 
told by one of the transactional attorneys 
that the deal is going to fall apart unless the 
agent can get this affidavit signed. So, the 
real estate agent goes to the neighbor and 
explains that the title insurance company 
is blocking their neighbor’s real estate sale 
unless this stupid affidavit is signed. Then, 
the salesperson employs a measure of 
guilt by explaining that their nice neighbor 
needs this document in order to sell their 
house and that this is the only item that is 
stopping the deal and a nice neighbor would 
sign it. Isn’t that the neighborly thing to do? 
To be clear, neighbors should not sign these 
affidavits or agreements until they speak to 
their own attorney. 

An out of possession title affidavit expressly waives 
an ownership right existing by way of either of two 
similar legal concepts called adverse possession 
or a prescriptive easement. These legal concepts 
manufacture the ownership of real estate by use 
rather than through a deed. In such, an individual has 
a claim to own property by way of adverse possession 
where four elements have existed for 10 continuous 
years, including that the (1) use was hostile and 
under a claim of right (i.e., infringing on the owner’s 
rights as if its one’s own and without the owner’s 
permission); (2) use included actual occupation of 
the parcel (i.e., improving or cultivating the land or,

instead, protecting the land by an enclosure); (3) 

use was open and notorious (i.e., use creates actual. 
notice to the true owner of a hostile claim); and (4) 

use was exclusive (i.e., holding the land for one’s . 
own use and benefit, not for another). 

In contrast, a prespective easement requires all of 
the same elements except that the use of the property 
doesn’t need to be exclusive and the occupation 
isn’t required to be actual, so such a prescriptive 
easement presents a lesser burden to obtain 
ownership as compared to adverse possession,. 
However, unlike adverse possession a prescriptive 
easement only gives a right of use, not ownership, 
over the real estate. Additionally, it’s noted that

the adverse possession law changed in 2008 and 
anyone whose claim of use for 10 continuous years 
commenced after 1998 will consequently have a 
different legal standard to obtain ownership through 
adverse possession. For the 10-year periods that 
started after 1998, the element of hostility now 
requires a reasonable belief that the claimant has 
title to the property, and adverse possession cannot 
be established through an intentional trespass onto 
another’s land. Further, the actual occupation can no 
longer include non-structural encroachments such 
as fences or hedges or plantings. 

Regardless, a title affidavit or boundary line 
agreement waives both of these ownership rights 
(regardless of the year that the use was started) by 
expressly stating on its face (in some variety of the 
following language) that: “I do not own the Strip of 
Land and that Strip of Land is not included in the 
deed to my property.” Further, it states that such 
use was “with permission of my neighbor.” Lastly, 
it includes a release of “any right, title and interest” 
which may have been acquired in the property 
through the above referenced legal concepts of 
adverse possession and a prescriptive easement. 
So, why in the world would anyone ever sign 
such a document? 

Neighborly is one thing, but giving up your rights 
without “just compensation” is another. There are two 
options that a neighbor can do while maintaining his 
claim. The first is to simply refuse to sign the affidavit 
or agreement. In this situation the purchaser is not 
prevented from buying the property except where the 
appraised value of the property without the claimed 
land does not satisfy a lender’s terms to issue a loan. 
Yet, beyond this valuation issue, the only effect 
for a purchaser of an inability to obtain the title 
affidavit or agreement will be that the purchaser’s 
title insurance company will refuse to insure that 
portion of the premises subject to the neighbor’s 


ownership claim by way of excluding it from the 
policy. The second option is to force the issue. In 
this situation, a neighbor can assert their ownership 
claim and negotiate for some right of continual use 
or simply pursue the ownership claim to judgment 
in court. Perhaps the neighbor can settle for an 
easement that expires when the remaining neighbor 
vacates the premises. This can be a win-win scenario
